“ The troubles which have arifen in the country 
of Liege, and the mandate of the Imperial Chamber 
of Wetzlar, which was the confequence of them, are 
well known. It therefore belongs tw the King, as 
one of the Directors of the Circle of Weftphalia, to 
interfere, and reitore tranquillivy. His Majefty at 
that time taking no other part in this difference, and 
nt being intereited in favour of either party, withed, 
and {till wifes’ to conciliate then: by a mutual ac- 
commodation. General de Schlieffen is exprefsly 
charged with this commillion, in conjunction with

poled to equal difrefpect, as thofe were whom his
